Our ‘fat friend,’ brother of John and 
Charles Kemble, was manager of provincial 
theatres, for many years, and played Hotspur, 
Cato, &c. His wife, too, both as an actress 
and vocalist, was a favourite in the country. 
He was remarkably gvod-natured and gentle 
in his manner, and was much liked by the pro- 
fession. Whenhe was engaged at Birming- 
ham as a star, an amusing incident occurred, 
He could play Falstaff tolerably and look it 
admirably. In Lear his handsome face told 
more than his acting, but it was in Richard 
III. that he invulved himself in an unforeseen 
dilemma. 

After having knelt to Lady Anne for her love, 
he found himself fixed to the floor by his own 
specific gravity. Now he was compelled to 
sue the lady for help, exclaiming in energetic 
tones *‘ Help me up! help me up!” Kean 
was that night in front to see the great Stephen 
fill the character, and roared at the exhibition.
